The railroads on this and on the other side 
of the river are putting forth their 
best efforts to resume traffic, and find 
very little, if any, opposition offered 
by their former employes. Quiet

cial notification of their appointment. There 
is little news from points beyond St. Louis. 
At Marshall, Tex., Judge Pardee has refused to 
dissolve the injunction restraining the rail- 
road from removing the shops, and the 
strikers are in consequence jubilant. A 
telegram from Powderly’s home at 
Scranton contains a letter from the Grand 
Master Workman, in which he advises the is- 
suance of a spirited circular tothe entire order 
of the Knights of Labor asking assemblies to 
send every dollar they can raiseto the sup- 
port of the fight on the Gould system. Mr. 
Powderly is now at work on this circular, 
which will be sent out to-night.

THE SUDDEN AND SENSATIONAL TERMINA- 
TION OF A CRIMINAL LIBEL SUIT. 


John PF. G. Smith, Alias Shoeppe, Who Sued 
the New York Staats Zeitung for Libel, De- 
nounced in Court by His Attorney—A Re- 
markable Criminal Career. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPraTcn. 

New Tonk April 14.—The hearing of the 
charge of John P. G. Smith against Oswald 
Ottendorfer, editor and proprietor of the 
Staats Zeitung, for criminal libel, before Judge 
Gorman inthe Harlem Court, ended yester- 
day with the threatened withdrawal of the ac- 
cuser’s counsel. The first hearing of the case 
was adjourned to allow Smith to amend his 
affidavit, in which he complained that in an 
article published in the Staatg Zeitung, March 
23, 1886, he was said to bé an ex-convict 
named Paul Shoeppe, andto be imposing up- 
on a syndicate of American newspapers by 
furnishing them with cable news from Ger- 
many and Austria, which, in reality, is re- 
ceived by letter. Mr. A. O. Butts, counsel for 
Smith, opened bis case by saying that the bat- 
teries of a powerful journal had been bfought 
to bear upon an innocent man to crush him by 
linking his identity with that of a most notor!i- 
ous criminal. G. H. Sanderson and Finley 
Anderson of the United Press were called to 
testify to the good reputation of Smith, and 
Mr. Loernig, a reporter ofthe Staats Zeitung, 
to testify to the publication of the article in 


question and the wide circulation of that 


paper. 

Ex-Judge Fullerton, counselfor Mr. Otten- 
dorter, then read the article from the paper, 
aad offered it in evidence, which was objected 
to by Mr. Butts, on the ground that only such 
parts should be admitted as bore upon the 
charges made in the affidavit ofthe complain- 


ant. 

In answer to this Judge Fullerton arose and, 
pointing his finger at Smith, said: ‘‘I havein 
my hand papers that prove that this man is 
one of the most debased, degraded and dan- 
gerous criminals that has ever been before the 
courts of this country. Iam prepared to show 
that he has been convicted of almost every 
crime that the code provides for, from petty 
larceny to murder. It is true that this scoun- 
drel does not deny this long history of crime 
but itis material as leading up to the frau 
which we can show he has practiced upon the 
a | papers.’’ 

en Judge Fullerton had finished his 
statement and exhibited the documentary evi- 
dence to Mr. Butts the latter 
TURNED TO SMITH AND BAID: 

„„This is the most disgraceful affair I was 
ever concerned in. lLadviee you to leave the 
court-room and this city as quickly as you 

will never appear ain in this 
. Then turning to Justice Gorman 
Mr. Butts said, in great agitation: ‘‘Your 
Honor, I must beg an adjournment of these 
proceedings. Developments of a most re- 
markable character have come to my know!l- 
edge within the last few moments and I can go 
no farther until I have a more satisfactory ex- 
planation from my client. I would ask as a 
personal favor from you that the case be put 
over until Friday.’’ 

It is of no consequence to me, said Judge 
Fullerton, ‘‘when you adjourn it to, for that 
man Smith will never appear in court again. 
It he does, Iwill show him that his days of 
servitade are not over yet, and that he has not 
escaped the penalty of all his crimes. A 
more ou us piece of effrontery than his 
appearance here to-day, I never heard of. 

Behough scarcely years old, Smith bas, 
within the past seventeen years, served terms 
in no less t five penitentiaries in the United 


tates.

Soon after her burial 
the doctor“ produced a certificate of mar- 
riage with Miss Steineke, and a will maki 
over to him her entire property - This arouse 
suspicion among the old lady’s relatives, and 
au investigation showed that the will, the 
inarriage certidcate and Shoeppe's diploma 
from a medical college in Berlin 
WERE ALL FORGERIES. 

With these developments the authorities 
of Carlisle had the body of his .

Warden Brush was still incredulous until 
the record description and picture of 
Smith were sent to him. The warden 
asked Smith to write a minute account of him- 
self during the time he was said to have been 
in Joliet, which he did, naming his — es 
on the Chicago & Northwestern Railroad. Ler- 
ters from these men proved the whole story to 
be a fiction of Smith’s, and the hope for par- 
don was given up. While in the chaplain’s 
office at Sing Sing he had charge of the cor- 
respondence of the prison. By an ingenious 
method he managed to cleanse cancelled post- 
age stamps of the ink marks and used the 
stamps thus revived for 1 the letters 
he was ordered to mail. For each stamp thus 
used he stole a genuine one from the chap- 
lain’s drawer, and sold them to fellow con- 
victs at cut rates.“ This became 
known to the prison officials and 
Smith was compelied to apply dis 
muscular abilities at manufacturing shoes in- 
stead of caring for the library as before. 
When his term bad expired he applied to Gov. 
Cleveland for reinstatement in his civil 
rights, but his request was refused. A peti- 
tion to Gov. Hill last fall, however, accom- 
plished the object on the ground that Smith 
was then a reporter on the Star and trying to 
earn an honest living. 

HIS LAST EXPLOIT 

at Sing Sing was on October 381, 1885, when Fer- 
dinand Ward was sent to that prison. Smith 
accompanied the other reporters as the repre- 
sentative of a New York paper, in order to 
describe the familiar scenes of the 
prison, when Principal Keeper Cun- 
ningham observed him and summarily 
ordered him out ot the place. At one time, 
while livng in New York, Smith figured as G. 
P. Schmelton,’’ and worea red wig to com- 
plete his disguise. Ille obtained a situation in 
the office of a German socioty, the Deutsche 
Geselschaft, where he announced himself as 
**OCount’’ Schmelton, but pong. reduced in 
means he said he had drop ig title. The 
Count“ procecded to make bimseltf at home 
by forging the name ot the manager, Julius 

offinan, on notes to the post-ofilce, by 
which means he secureda registered letter 
containing money. The Post-office authori- 
ties refunded the money d Mr. 
Hoffman contented himself by discharging 
‘*Schmelton.’’ Since then Smith, Schoeppe, 
Schulenberg, alias Schmelton, has been en- 
gaged in . a syndicate of American 
newspapers with his alleged German cable 
news. it was at this last venture that the 
Staats Zeitung directed its attack, character- 
izing Smithasa fraud. Smith makes no de- 
nial ofthe long list of criminal charges, but 
bases his action for libel upon the last charge 
of palming off mail matter as cable news. 
When the unexpected turn of affairs, yester- 
day, caused his counsel, Mr. Butts, to threat- 
en to withdraw, Justice Gorman expressed his 
amazement at the audacity of such a 
man in bringing a suit that could only 

romise exposure of himself. Justice 
Gorman advised : Ottendorfer 
to have himself formally arrested, as he would 
then have ample grounds for a complaint 
against Smith for malicious imprisonment. A 
warrant was immediately issued and Mr. 
Ottendorfer surrendered himself, after which 
he was paroled in the custody of ex-Judge 
Fullerton, without dall. Mr. Ottendorfer said 
that he had not yet N decided whether to 
prosece against Smith, but expected that the 
cllow would leave the city without 
further annoyance. One of the peculiarties 
of the case is that in all of his various abuses 
Smith has always taken a surname begiuning 
with ‘‘S.’’ The letter ‘‘P’’ is n promi- 
nent in every instance. It is said by the prison 
authorities that Smith wears the letters ‘‘P. 
S.“ upon his back, probably branded there by 
the officers of the an prison where he re- 
celved hisfirstterm. Besides this, the mark 
of a sabre wound across the top of his head, 
which is nearly bald, completes the means by 
which the notorious criminal has been identi- 
fied again and again.

BARNSTABLE, Mass., April 14.—The trial of a 
case in which great fraud is alleged was begun 
here to-day before Judge Thompson and a 
jury.

THE COURT-HOUSE MEETING. 


The purpose of the meeting at the Oourt- 


house lastnight was a good one and its 
attainment would rejoice the country at 
large. St. Louis would have especial 
reasons for rejoicing over it. This spring 
opened with finer business prospects in 
nearly all branches of industry and trade 
than have cheered the hopes of our people

It is manifest to most people that the con- 
tinuance, if not the inception, of this 
strike is in accordance with Mr. GOULD’s 
policy; that he could have ended it weeks 
ago by the same process which last 
night’s mass-meeting indorsed, if he 
had chosen to do so, or by simply 
doing what he made POWDERLY and 
the country at large think him willing to 
do when POWDERLY ordered the strike off. 
But the now obvious fact is that Mr. 
Goutp has deliberately determined to 
demonstrate his ability to defy all labor 
organizations and to operate his roads in 
spite of them and without stooping to con- 
ciliate or satisfy any of them.

A MURDERER CAUGHT. 


Escaping from Arkansas, He Is Captured on 
the Levee. 

Officers McGrath and Duffy yesterday after- 
noon arrested Jesse Wallace, alias Boyd, col- 
ored, on the levee, for the murder of George 
Bell, also colored, at Arkansas Oity, Ark. 
Wallace was a deck-hand on the steamboat 
Will S. Hays, and Bell was captain of the 
watch. On the afternoon of the 2ist of Feb- 
ruary last, the boat landed at Arkansas 
Oity, and a dispute arose between the 
men.

President McCosh Writes to the Irish Pres- 
byterians Favoring the Scheme. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—President McOosh of 
Princeton, N. J., who lived for sixteen years 
in Ireland, and whose sympathies naturally 
go out to the Ulster Presbyterians, believes 
that Mr. Gladstone’s measure, or one like itin 
all respects, will be passed sooner or later.

Gladstone, in his reply regarding the so- 
called safe-guards, said: 

have already stated in the most distinct 
terms that the safe-guards provided, 60 far as 
Lam concerned, are not in consequence of any 
mistrust éntertained by me, but in oonse- 
quence of the mistrust entertained by others. 

THEY ARB REASONABLE PRECAUTIONS 
by way of contribution on our part to disarm 
honest, though unfounded jealousy. When I 
spoke Thursday I said that I laid down the five 
essential conditions from which it appeared to 
me that we could under no circumstances, 
depart. These were the essential conditions 
under which, in our opinion, the granting of 
domestic legislation to Ireland would be justi- 
flable and wise.

the revival of fresh demands. I stated that 
these were the only conditions. I have been 
reported as having stated that the assumption 
ofthe customs excise by this country, and 
that the absence of the Irish members from 
this House were likewise vital and es- 
sential conditions. I do not think I 
used those words. IfI did itwas probably 
an inadvertence for which I apologize. Un- 
questionably it wasin entire contradiction to 
what I had stated before, in which I laid down 
the only essential conditions. He concluded 
this portion of his speech by saying that the 
position remained exactly what it was. 
IT WOULD BB PRESUMPTUOUS 

to close the door at this early stage of debate 
on any consideration of that kind. He charged 
Goschen with attributing to the Irish people a 
double dose of original sin. Then he pro- 
ceeded to answer various objections made in 
the debate. He 1ead his peroration from notes 
which he was never known to do before. 
It produced a tremendous effect and was as 
follows: ‘‘We have come to atime for decisive 
action. We have come to atime for throwing 
aside, not only private interests and partial 
affections, but private devices and partial 
remedies; for looking at the whole 
breadth of this subject and en- 
deavoring to compass it in our 
minds, when we must answer this question 
whether we will make one bold attempt to 
free Parliament from ite great and necessary 
work to establish harmony by Irish laws for 
Ireland, or whether we will continue, 
on the otner hand, to struggle on 
as we have done before, living from 
hand to mouth, leaving England and Scotland 
toafamine of needful useful legislation and 
Ireland toa continuance of a social disease, 
the depth of which we have never understood 
of a social disease that you don’t know how 
to deal with, which, tn angry discord 
with Great Britain, you make no attempt to 
cure. His voice was as clear as a bell, his 
gesture as exhuberant and full of spirit as the 
youngest member of the House. The enthu- 
siasm of the Irishmen was indescribable. 
Then the Speaker put the motion for leave to 
Dring in the bill. The roars of ayes lasted 
several minutes, There is a great demand for 
seats at the home-rule meeting to-night in the 
Opera House, when Hartington will propose 
his resolution and Salisbury will second it.

nary conventionalities of life, or else in 
trampling on whatis considered the forms of 
necessary politeness between ladies and gen- 
tlemen in the Argentine Republic. Mr. 
Hanna’s letter to a friend in Indiana, which 
was published last summer, was the first cause 
of dissatisfaction. This was translated 
and printed in the letters of the Ke- 
ublic, and created a feeling against the 
inister which he has not been enough 
of a diplomate to overcome. His business 
ventures here, and his invitation to Indiana 
financiers to come down there and pues a 
harvest of dollars, have outraged the polite 
officials and have made the request for his 
recall a very urgent one.
